Washington, Feb. I.—Woodrow Wilson is dying' today in th4 
quiet, secluded house in S street, which has been his home sine* 
his retirement from the White House in 1921. 
At eleven o’clock Hear Admiral Cary I. Grayson, chiel of his 
attending physicians, emerged from the sick room and said thers 
was little hope for the ex-president. 
How long he may linger could not be forecast, it was said, 
but his death might be expected at any#noment. 
Only a short time before Dr. Grayson made this announce­ 
ment, the ex-president had summoned him to lean over his bed­ 
side and in a whisper said: 
“Doctor, I’m a broken man. 
I’m a broken piece o f ------------- " 
“T’m ready to go.” 
With that Dr. Grayson said the ex-president thanked hilt 
in a 
feeble voice, “for all he had done for 
him.” 


Mr. Wilson was very weak at 11 o ’clock, so weak that his voice amount 
ed only to a whisper. 
He was conscious, however, of everything about him 
and seemed to realize perfectly, it was said, that the long fight for health 
which he has waged so grimly and with such tremendous courage for years, 
is about over. 
There was no one allowed in the 
sick rom but Admiral Grayson,

When he had concluded the examination of the former president this 
morning, Admiral Grayson said:

This is put­ 
ting tile cart before the horse. Statutes are enacted and penalties 
• provided simply because moral laws are broken. 
No one for a moment imagined th at the adoption of the 
amendment would immediately eradicate the saloon evil in the 
United States. That step was simply a declaration of the purpose 
of the people whose moral support was behind the great undertak­ 
ing. No more wras it supposed that the enactment of national and, 
state enforcement codes would make immediately effective the de­ 
clared will of the people.
